Falton, Secretary of the 
Stat Board of Health, has written to 
the School board relative to proper pre- 
ext ions that should be nsrd to prevent 
the spread of infectious diseases in 
the public schools of the county. The 
letter was read to the board at its meet- 
ing last Tursday, an'i steps were taken 
to follow the sngzestions of Dr, Fulton, 

Iustroctions prohibiting admi-siou to 
the schoolsof this county any teacher 
or pupil from any house where there is 
present diptheria, measles, scarlet fever. 
membranous crvop, or any other infecti- 
ous disease, were issued. 

The Board ordered the schools to be 
closed from Friday. December 18th to 
Monday, January 4th. Teachers" salaries 
for fall term will be paid on and after 
Saturday, December 19th.

A shark 
from whose body all the viscera had 
been removed has continued to feed. 

Sensitive as fishes are about the nose, 
many of them use the nose in pushing 
stones and gravel about in building a

for a nest, and often it weara off ite tail 
to a mere stub in brushing ont stones 
and gravel.

Fishes sometimes survive- injuries of 
a remarkable character. The stomach 
of a captured codfish..was fognd-.to-be 
pierced by a spine of a flounder which 
it had swallowed. The sharp, thorplike 
spine projected about half an inch~ be- 
yond the outer wall of thestomach. into 
the fish's body. Apparently the codfish 
bad suffered no inconvenience frourtbia. 
The wound caused by the spine had 
healed around it, and the codfish was 
fat-and in good condition generally. — 
New York Son. 


IN NATURAL COLORS. 


Lifelike Tinta Imparted to an Ordinary 
Photograph. 

It bas bceu known for a long time 
that if tbe sun's rays ure cliowed to 
shine upon the gloss side cf a photo- 
graphio negative and theeye is brought 
into the proper position it is possible 
to see the poxilive picture in the origi- 
nal patural colors cf the cbjcct photo- 
graphed. From a scientific standpoint 
this is sometimes a matter of very 
great importunce. In order to briug out 
this quality of a negative independently 
of the sun's rays Professor Lippmapn 
has, after long study, couvetructed au 
apparatus which enables him to obtain 
the same result with artificial light. He 
employs a gzs leomp with a Welsbach 
burner, the rays of which are thrown 
upon the negative by means of a lens, 
in arder to bave the ruya strike the neg- 
ative parallel. 

The negative is for the purpose 
mounted upon a wooden stand witha 
black polirked surface. Another lurge 
lens, held iu a black frame, is mounted 
on a separcte stard, und a. diapbragm 
held upou the same stand is provided 
immediately in front of the focus of 


this larger lens. To see the picture in, 


all] ite natural beauty of coldr the angle 
at.whicb the pegativeisexamited mast 
be exactly the same as the angle at 
which the parallel rays strike it. It is 
in the refiection of the light rays and 
its distritution through the larger lens 
that the picture, which is fastened upon 
the negative in dul) black tones, is 
again dissulved into its origina) re- 
splendent beauty. Aside from its scien- 
tific importance, it is. amatter.of con- 
siderable moment, for instance, in re- 
production of portraits in oil aftera 
photograph, since tipte of bair, eyes 
and complexion are plainly discernible 
in the artificially colcred positive thus 
produced from the black negative. —Ex-

Gog 
and Mugeg, it is said, were taken cap- 
tive to Lox.don, where they were chained 
at the cccr<f tke palace of the king, 
When they dicd, wooden images of the 
two giants were put in their._placea, In 
the course of timo.a great fire destroyed, 
these, but now, if you. go_ to. London, 
you will sce in the great hall cf one of 
the famous Luildings—the Guildball— 
two imnicute wooden effigies of men, 
called Gog snd Magog. 

But there are other traditions. of the 
two gicutz One is to the effect that 
when Aicxancer the Great overran Asia, 
he chusd into the mountains of the 
north au impure, wicked and man- eat- 
ing people who were 22 nations in num- 
ber; nud who were shut up with a ram- 
part iu which were gates of brass. One 
of these nations-was Goth. and another 
Mugoth, from which we resdily get the 

nawes of the mythical gianta It is sup- 
posec, however, that the Turks were 
tmreaut Ly Gog and the Mongols were 
the children cf Magog. We shall find 
mention made of Gog and Magog in 
mary bocks, including the Bible, but 
there is the great wall and the ram-.

Bec. 1. Be it enacted and ordained by the 
Mayor and Council of Salisbury, that it shall 
be unlawful for the owner of any dog or bitch 
to Buffer said dog or bitch to go at large in the 
City of Salisbury, unless the sald dog or bitch 
is murzied as hereinafter provided. 


And be it enacted and ordained by 
the Mayor and Counci! ofSalisbury, that each 
and every dog of bitch, (when not on or In its 
owners enclosures or premises) going at large

The broad remarks which it was 
cousidered in order for even chance ac- 
quaintances to address to the flancee 
upon ajght of this badge of appropriation 
were Mitolerable to Helen Livingston, 
and rather than subject herself to them 
she resolutely refrained from accepting 
an invitation even to her loved ‘‘Cousin 
Chancellor's’ during the few months of 
her engagement, which ended in a hap- 
py marriage in the spring of 1809.

Rhea Fiber. 

The claim is put forth by the London. 
Times that the Gomess process for 
treating the rbea fiber is completely 
successful in rendering that plant a 
most valoable source of textile materi- 
al. This process adopts zincate of soda 
for the elimination of the resing and 
effects it without tbe slightest injury to 
the fiber. After the ‘‘ribbons’’ or strips 
of bark have becn freed from dirt they 
are placed in weak acid baths fora 
night. Next morning they are passed 
through a mild alkaline bath and then 
boiled in weak solutions of caustic so- 
da to which xine has been added. When 
washed and dried by the usual me- 
chanical means, the fibers emerge as a 
long silky floss, entirely free from the 
cuticle and resinous gums in which 
they were imbedded, being also clean, 
white and ready for the combof the 
spinner. They likewise take the most 
attractive dyes and can be worked into 
every variety of fabrio, from the finest 
quality of velvets to cheap drills and 
delicate laces. The combined lightness 
and toughness of the fiber render it pe- 
culiarly suitable for tents and ship cav- 
vas, and three-fifths more cloth of equal 
strength can be prodoced from rhea 
than from the same weight of linen— 
that is, 1,000 yards of rhea canvas 
weighs only as much as 600 yards of 
linen, its durability and resisting power 
to strain being also much greater. 


Tho Irish Potato Not Irish. 

‘The peculiarity of tho Irish potato, 
so called, is in the fact that it is not 
Irish,” observed one of the potato ex- 
perts of the agricultural; dey ent. 
“Tho potato originally grew wild in 
the fields of Chile, Pern and Mexico. 
Sir John Hawkins did not take it to 
Ireland until 1565. Sir Francis Drake 
took it to England 20 years afterward. 
It did better, however, in Ireland than 
anywhere else and got its name, no 
doubt, because of its carly and extensivo 
cultivation in Ireland. Botanicaily it 
was originally known as the Batata yir- 
giniana, but in after years it wag prop- 
erly identified and claSsified as the So- 
lanum tuberorum: “As the winter stock 
is now being Maidin, it may be wel) for 
the inexperienced to be able to select 
good potatoes. 

‘*Cut the raw potato in two and rab 
the halves togetber. If the moisture on 
rubbing is soft aud liquid epongh to 
drop, the potato will be soggy and set 
when cooked.

It was s topical ex- 
truvaganza, entitled ‘‘Nupkins Awak- 
ened,’’ the chief ‘‘character parts’’ be- 
ing Sir Peter Edlin, Tennyson and an 
imaginary archbishop of Canterbury. 
Sir Peter owed the complim«nt to his 
activity at that time in sending social- 
ists to prison on charges of ‘‘obstruo- 
tion,” which was always proved by get- 
ting a policeman to swear that if any 
passerby or vehicle had wished to paas 
over the particular spot in a thoroagh- 
fare on Which the speaker or his audi- 
ence happened to be standing their pres- 
ence would bave obstructed him. 

This contention, which was regardod 
as quite sensible and unanswerable by 
the newspapers of the day, was put into 
a nutshell in the course of Sir Peter's 
summing up in the play. ‘‘In fact, gen- 
tlemen, it is a matter of grave donbt 
whether we are not al) of uscontinually 
committing this offense from our cradles 
to our graves.’’ This speech, which the 
real Sir Peter of course never made, 
though he certainly would have done so 
had he bad wit enough to see the ab- 
surdity of solemnly sending a man to 
prison for two months because another 
man could not walk through him, es- 
pecially when it would have been so 
easy to lock him up for three months on 
some respectable pretext, will probably 
keep Sir Peter’s memory green when all 
his actua) judicial utterances are forgot- 
ten. 

As to Tennyson, Morris took a social- 
ist who bappened to combine the right 
sort of beard with a melancholy temper- 
ament and drilled him in a certain por- 
tentous incivility of speech which, taken 
from tbe quality of hia remarks, threw 
a light on Morris’ opinion of Tennyson 
which was all the more instructive be- 
cause he delighted in Tennyson's verse 
as keenly as Wagner delighted in the 
music of Mendelssohn, whose credit for 
qualities of larger scope he nevertheless 


wrote down and fe 
the ideal Archbishop- 
himself. He made no-attempt to make 
up the part in the ordinary stage fash- 
ion. He always contended that no more 
was necessary for stage illusion than 
some indistinct conventional symbol, 
such as a halo for a saint, a crook for a 
bishop, or, if you liked, a cloak and 
ben ger for the villain and a red wig for 
t jaa ee A pair of clerical bands 
and stockings proclaimed the Arch- 
bishop. Tho rest he did by obliterating 
his bamor and intelligence and present- 
ing bis own person to the audience like 
a lantern witb the light blown out, with 
a dull absorption in his own dignity 
which several minutes of the wildest 
screaming laughter at him when he en- 
tered could not disturb, I Isughed im- 
moderately myself, and I can still see 
quite clearly the long top floor of that 
warehouse in the Farringdon road as I 
saw it im glimpses between my parox- 
yems, with Morris gravely on the stage 
in his bandsat'‘oveend; Mrs. Stillman, 
a tall and beautifal figure, rising like a 
delicate spire above a sky Hne of city 
chimney pots, at the otber, and a mot- 
ley sea of rolling, wallowing, guffawing 
socialists between. 

There his been no. other such success- 
fol frst night witbiy living memory, I 
believe, but [remember only one dra- 
matio critic who took care to be present 
—William)Archer, Morris was s0 inter- 
ested by his experiment in this sort of 
composition that he for some time talk- 
ed of trying bis band at a serious draus 
and would no doubt have dono it had 
there been any practical occasion for it 
or any means of cousummuating it by 
stage representation ander proper condi- 
tions without spending more time on 
the job than it was worth. Later, at one 
of the annua! festivities of the Hammer- 
smith Socialist society, ho played the 
old gentleman in the bath chair in a 
short piece called *“The Dachess of Bays- 
water’ (not by himself), which once 
served its turn nt the Haymarket as a 
curtain raiser.

THE SAME OLD SCHEME. 


President Cleveland has transmitted 
to Congress Monday his last annual mes- 
sage. The two subjects considered are 
the war in Caba and our financial condi- 
tion. He practically assures the coun- 
try that bis administration has no in- 
tention of interferring by force in Cuba's 
bebalf. He does not think conditions 
are such that we can recognize either 
Coba’s inder2ndenceor her belligerency 
Mr. Cleveland does assure the warring 
countries of our readiness to render any 
atsistance in our power toward a friend- 
ly settlement of the whole Cuban di @- 
culty. 

The President cffers nothing new in 
the way of revising our monetary laws 
He simply recommends the retiring of 
our greenbacks and Sherman notes and 
recognize only gold es redemption mon- 
ey. And as a farther aid to the banks he 
advises that they be permitted to issue 
circulation for the foll amountof thegov- 
ernment bonds beld instead of ninety 
per cent as at present, and that the tax 
of one per cent on circulation be reduc- 
ed to one fourth of one per cent. He 
favors giving the banks the exclusive 
right to issue carrency, to expand it and 
contract itat pleasure. The President 
evidently believes in fostering these in- 

fant indosiries, the national banks. 

That our paper currency should be re- 
deemed is enerally admitted by the 
country’s conservative financiers. bnt 
not until some plan is furnished that 
will provide currency to take its place. 
The country will never consent to have 

one third of its money destroyed there- 
by causing another enormous shrinkage 
in values with all its attendant disasters; 
nor will the country consent to place our 
financial system a$ the mercy of the 
bankers, so long as human nature re- 
mains the same. The bankers have 
shown themselves no more patriotic 
than the anarchists and repudiationists 
—the silverites. 

What Congress will do with the mat- 
ter “no man knoweth.” It is estreme- 
ly significant however that six republi- 
can senators, Messrs. Teller, Daboise, 
Cannon, Mantle Pettigrew and Squires 
refused last Tuesday to go into caucus 
with their republican colleagues, for the 
purpose of considering party questions 
They declined to co-operate with the 
republicans, tbus leaying the republi- 
cans in a hopeless minority. Their con- 
duct has caused a sensation in Washing- 
ton. It is generally believed that these 
six senators have determined that there 
shall be no tariff revision unless there is 
provision for some recognition of silver. 
These Senators hold the key to the sit- 
ustion and it is believed that they will 
make liberal demands for silver. 

The bélting Senators positively de- 
cline (o discuss the subject and are very 

reticent. 

It is pot at all probable that Mr 
Cleveland's scheme oj retiring treasury 
notes will “work.” 


CONGRESS CONVENES. 
Congress convened last Monday. The 
most of the day was taken up in the 
reading of the President's Message, 
which wss devoted principally to the 
Cuban question and our nancial system. 
‘Mr. Cleveland reiterates his recom- 
mendation in favor of retiring all our 
paper-currency, that is, all that is issued 
by the government, and recommends 
reducing the tax on National Bank Cur- 
rency. On the currency question: 

Iam more convinced than ever that 
we can have no assured financial peace 
and safety until the government cur- 
rency obligations upon which gold may 
be demanded from the treasury are with- 
drawn from circulation and canceled: 
This might be done, as bas been hereto- 
fore recommended, by their exchange 
for long-term bonds, bearings low rate 
of interest, or by their redemption with 
the proceeds ,ofwoch bonds.

under proper restrictions, 

The entire case may be presented by 
the statement that the day of sensible 
and sound financial methods will not 
dawn upon us until oor government 
abandons the banking businees and the 
accumulation of funds, and confices its 
monetary operations to the receipt ofihe 
money contributed by the people for its 
support, and to the expenditure of such 
money for the people’s_benefit, 

Our businc’s interests and all good 
citizens long for re_t from feverish agita- 
tion. and the inauguration by the goyern- 
ment of a reformed financial policy, 
which will encourage enterprise, and 
make certain the rewards of labor and 
industry.

Some man bas figured out that on a 
sandy road a horse can drag twice as 
great a load as he can carry on his back, 
On a fair dirt road be can drag three 
and a-balf times as much.

But when the 
road is rebuilt and the neighbors begin 
to set their sidewalks and lawns in order 
he sees that the ‘ime has come for bim 
to repaint the old house and set out some 
shade trees. The improvement idea is 
contagious and should be fostered.—

Thermometers. 

At times of severe frost many per- 
sons not ekilled in the use of thermom- 
eters report remarkably low tempera- 
tures. These are often due to the tber- 
mometric liquid having pas(ly evaporat- 
ed from the main column and condensed 
at the end of the tube farthest from the 
bulb, the thermometer then reading just 
as many degrees too low as there are 
degrees of spirit at the top of the tube. 
Good thermometers are just as liable to 
this error as common ones, and there- 
fore every one using a spirit minimum 
thermometer must be on the alert. Gen- 
erally the owner can restore the ther- 
mometer without sending it back to the 
maker. Grasp the thermometer firmly, 
cesting a finger on the tube so that there 
be no vibration, and, holding the bulb 
downward, give several strong, pendu- 
lous swings. This will usually send the 
spirits from the top and send the index 
into the bulb. Stand the thermometer 
bulb downward for an hour, then re- 
verse it and very gently sbake the in- 
dex out of the bulb ang Jet it slide to 
the end of the column, when the ther- 
“vometer will be as good as new. —New 
fork Ledger.

While ftbis 
enormous (otal has been foreshadowed, 
the authorily pamec says there isjthe 
greatest disappointment in quality ofthe 
prodact. Complaint of failure to ripen 
and properly dry out is very general, 
and in some districts the qualijy ig so 
poor that loss from beajing bas fo'lowed 
efforts to crib. While the crop is ‘tbe 
largest ever grown, the amount of mer- 
chaotab'e corn is probavly less than was 
produced Jast year. The average rate of 
yield is 27 9 bushels of shelled corn from 
an acre, a (otal of 81,402,000 acres. P

A FAMOUS YACHT’S FATE. 


Commodore Colt's Dauntless, Anshored, a 
Floating Memorial. 

Full many a large and bandsome 
yacht has lost her owner because he bas 
tired of ber, or, again, becanse a reduced 
income forced him to abandon the ex- 
travagant luxury, bot here is one that, 
losing ber waster by his untimely death, 
bas been specially provided for ip ber 
declining years. Steadfast unto the end, 
she was not sold off for half price to get 
rid of ber, but, like a faithful dog or 
borse that has outlived its days of usé- 
folness, has been allowed to finish out 
her life in quiet repose. 

It isoaly a few years ago that the 
schooner yacht Dauntless was one of the 
very stanchest boats afloat. In a race 
across the Atlantic wich the Coronet she 
did herself proud. Her commander: was 
a commodore, and her graceful form 
waaa familiar figure in the great yacht- 
ing world. Now, with sails forever 
furled, with pennanta hauled down for 
the last time and housing canvased over, 
she tugs at an anchor that seems des- 
tined never to rise again. 

The master whom ehe thus serves in 
spirit was in life Commodore Caldwell 
E. Oolt, the only child af the late Colo- 
nel Samuel Colt, the arms mannfactur- 
er. He died at Punta Gorda, Fla, about 
three years ago, while off on a cruise. 
This circumstance, together with his 
fondness for the boat, led his wealthy 
mother to preserve it, though no longer 
of- use, jost as others lay away in a 
Grawer the toys of dead children. So it 
is that the yacht idles ber life away, a 
silent. memorial. -In-forther remem- 
bance of the dead man’s yachting career 
the new Oolt memorial house in Hart- 
ford, costing several hundred throusand 
dollars, bears on its facade a beantiful 
geproduction of the Dauntless in seulp- 
sured stone and many other suggestions 
of the sea.

life of ease. It is said that abe will 
never again go into commission—cer- 
tainly not so long as the mother lives.

Thomas Morris 
(daughter-in-law of Robert Morris, the 
financier of the Revolution), were aè 
least one of the chancellor's two daugh- 
ters, four of the many daughters of bis 
brothers, John R. and Colonel Harry,and 
a young lady who was more interested 
in the result of this memorable experi+ 
ment than any one save the inventor 
himself. In all the biographies of Fal; 
ton Miss Harriet Livingston is called 
the chancellor's niece, but she was real: 
ly bis cousin. She was a beantifal, 
graceful and accomplished woman and 
had long given ber beart to Robert Ful- 
ton. The fair Harriet was at this time 
about two and twenty and ‘‘deeply in 
love with ber handsome, gifted lover ag 
any girl well gould be’’ There were 
many -distinguished and fine looking 
men on board the Olermont, but my 
grandmother always described Robert 
Fulton as surpassing them all. ‘That 
son of a Pennsylvania farmer," she was 
wont to say, ‘‘was really a prince 
among men. He was as modest as he 
was great and as handsome as he was 
modest. His eyes were glorious with 
Jove and genivs.’' 

A little before reaching Clermont, 
when the success cf the voyage was well 
assured, the betrothal was announced 
by the chancellor in a graceful speech, 
in the course of which he prophesied 
that the ‘‘name af the inventor would 
descend to posterity as that of a bene- 
factor to the world, and tbat it was not 
impossible that before the close of the 
present century vessels might even be!

But the chancellor's 
brothers Jiyed to-see the ocean regular- 
ly traversed by steam vessels, but the 
prophet himself and the inventor both 
passed away before the realization of 
their dreams 


HOW PEOPLE REST. 


Some Baces Git and Lie Down, While Oth- 
ers Crouch and Encel. 

There is wide difference in the modes 
followed by the various races of the 
world in taking their rost. lt seems to 
the American that by far the most sat 
isfactory way to do it is either to sit or 
lie.down, but there are millions of bu- 
man beings that rest quite as well in 
quite a different way. 

The most barbarous races crouch and 
knee] when resting and do it so com- 
fortably that they sleep in those pos- 
tures as easily as an American does in 
bed. The lower classes among tbe Hin- 
foos and some of the South American 
races sleep thus, the men usually crouch- 
ing and the women kneeling. 

In the next higher grades of civiliza- 
tion those positions give way to sitting 
with crossed legs This is the sitting 
posture of tbe Mussulman and the Pa- 
cific island raccs, as is well known. In 
some Persian houscs, however, it is not 
unusual to sce the inhabitants and 
godt ranged about a room kveeling 
-against the wall. 

Another step upward on the ladder of 
civilization brings us to chairs of vari- 
ous forms. A primitive chair consisting 
of a simple wooden support a few incb- 
es high is found in some parts of 
Africa. Then comes the same support 
with a round crosspiece, which is seen in 
Guinea, and then a fiat crosspiece with 
two legs, which is used in the upper 
Nile country. Finally comes the three 
and four legged stools and chairs, some- 
times in simple form and eometimes 
bandsomely carved, which are found 
among the civilized races all over tho- 
world, A 

In Egypt tbe fellahs retsin the four 
postures of their ancestors, the kneeling, 
the sitting, the cross legged and the sit 
ting upon the ground with legs joined, 
All fonr date from the eighteenth 
dynasty. 
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Here wandered of -old .time Merlin, 
the wild, weird, mad romancist of the 
Tweeddale hills; Taliessin, ‘Bard of 
the White Brow;"’ St. Kentigern, Jarge 
souled apostle of Strathclyde, with a 
missionary zea) moving bim to.plant 
churches in the most outlying parts of 
his province; Gwenddolen, prince of the 
Cymri, resolutely defending bis anges- 
tral Druidism; Rydderch Hael of Ro- 
man birth, hero of the .new Obristian 
faith, and Arthur, shadowy and mystic, 
with his knights of brave renown, ready 
to face every danger and to follow their 
liege lord into a)l his bloody batties. 

Of all these many traditions still sur- 
vive in the pastoral solitudes of the up- 
per Tweed. The wood of Caledon gave 
place 1.0 a still more famous forest of 
Ettrick, which embraced all the land 
between the Ettrick and Tweed valleys 
And that, too, disappeared.

MOMENTARY HEART PARALYSIS THAT |

le, lose consciousness and faint. A 
ore or less complete suspension of 
takes place, corresponding to 

check, or, at any rate, toa consider- 
able decrease in the circulation of the 
blood. This condition is called syncope, 
and ie in reality a momentary paralysis 
of the heart. If immediate help is not 
afforded, syncope may in some cases be 


Nothing is better known than the 
different means to be nsed in case of 
syncope; the most important points are 
to facilitate the flow of the blood, to 
keep up what remains of the weakened 
energy of the heart contraction and to 
remove every obstacle to restoration of 
the circulation of the blood. 

From these points of view to place 
the patient in a horizonta] position is a 
practice that is as efficacious as it is 
habitual. In this way not only is it 
easier for the heart to keep the mass of 
blood in motion, but the head, which it 
is best to put in a lower position than 
the body, receives a larger supply of 
blood than before, so that the lack of 
blood in the brain, the initial cause of 
the syncope, is very largely compen- 
bated. 

To carry still further this relative 
congestion of the brain, it haseven been 
suggested to stand such patients liter- 
ally on their head, and by following 
this practice, as nearly as could be done, 
Nelaton and Campbc!l reported cases in 
which patients were bronght back to 
consciousness who would otherwise have 
infallibly succumbed. 

It is with asimilar purpose that we 
should make all haste to remove the 
patient's corset, to loosen collar and 
cravat—in a word, to loosen all the 
clothing—and to carry the patient into 
the open air. In this way many ob- 
stacles to the circulation of the blood 
are removed, but the special advantage 
in the practice is that the expansion of 
the lungs becomes less impeded and 
easier. 

If, however, in spite of these meas- 
ures of relief, the syucope continues, we 
must have recourse to remedies of an- 
other kind, numerons and varied im na- 
ture, but all desigued to bring back and 
stimulate the contraction of the heart 
muscle. 

Tho return of general consciousness 
should be stimulated by sudden and vio- 
lent shaking of the patient, by dash- 
ing cold wuter on the face and by rub- 
bing the skin with alcohol or vinegar. 
These are best applied to the temples, 
lips or palms of the hands, It is also 
well torub the hands and feet, limbs 
and even the entire surface of the body 
in an energetic mauner with a hair 
glove or auy other rough tissue with 
which any stimulating lotion that may 
be at hand cavu be applied, such as bran- 
dy or eau de cologne. 

The special senses should also be 
stimulated. ‘The patient should be made 
to breathe any strongly smelling staff 
that may be at hand—sal volatile, vin- 
egar, acetic acid or ammonia. By these 
different means, which are more or less 
energetic and almost always effica- 
cious, the stimulants of the heart con- 
tractions bring back its beats, while the 
resumption of circulation carries once 
more tothe brain the blood necessary 
for ita working. 

If these -different means are still in- 
sufficient, ificial respiration should 
be resorted to without delay. The pa- 
tient.should be placed on the back, the 
head as low ss possible, turned to one 
side and the mouth wide open. The op- 
erator stands at the side of the head, 
seizes the two elbows firmly and draws 
them as far upward and away from the 
body as possible, thereby dilating the 
chest and allowing the air to enter tha 
langs. 

An assistant, placed by the patient’s 
lege, rests both hands on the sides of 
the base of the chest and brings pres- 
sure to bear on it at the very moment 
when the patient's elbows are being 
brought back to the sides again after 
having been raised to a maximum. In 
a word, the assistant acts in such a way 
as to help to drive out the air that has 
been sent into the Jungs by the exten- 
sion of the arms. Two skillful opera- , 
tors can in this way, by working well 
together, carry on an almost normal de- 
gree of breathing. s 

It is advisable not to go too quickly, 
as the average humau being does not 
breathe more than about 16 times a 
minute. 

If in ove or two minutes the syncope 
has not come to an end, there is no use 
relying any longer on this measure, and 
it will be best to resort to rhythmical 
tractions of the tongue according to 
the method of M. Laborde of Paris. 
This method, which is constantly giv- 
ing the most unhoped for results in 
cases of asphyxia, consists in opening 
the patient’smouth, in seizing the 
tongue with the fingers and a piece of 
linen and in drawing it forward with 
strong rhythmical tractions, slowly and 
methodically, 15 to 18 times a minute. 

The return to consciousness is usually 
announced by the utterance of a loud, 
deep and long expiration. 

When the patient has recovered from 
the fainting fit, the syncope is naturally 
cured, but we have still to try to pre- 
vent # recurrence of this disagreeable 
accident. Thiecan be done naturally by 
kscertaining its cause. —Paris Herald.

Gibson on the Immigration Bill- 


Why does the Hon. Charles Hooper 
Gibson want to break his record in the 
Senate at this late day? The evil he has 
done heretofore has been of a negative 
character at least, and that was some- 
thing to his credit when there were so 
many other United States Senators able 
and willing to make trouble. In the 
presence ^" aatesmen who were prepar- 
ed tolk fourteen boure on a stretch on 

opic at any ttme, it was a matter of 
satisfaction to Maryland to point to the 
Senator from the Eastern Shore as a 
man who could bold bis tongue. But 
he is going to make a speech. He ıs go- 
ing to make it, moreoyer in opposition 
to a bill that onght to pass—the Lodge 
bill for the exclusion of illiterate immi- 
gration. If there is any one thing which 
the American people are really in tavor 
of, it is some restriction in immigration. 

The Lodge bill provides that aliens 
peeking to land in this country shall te 
excluded if, being over fourteen years 
of age, they are unable to read and write 
tbeir native language or the language of 

ine other country, and with the fartber 
provision that this exclusion shal] not 
on the score of illiteracy, apply to the 
parent or grandparent of an admissible 
immigrant. What is there objectionable 
in that bill, and why in the world 
should Senator Gibson oppose it? Mary- 
land certainly does not want unrestricted 
immigration. Itis shown by statistics 
that the Lodge bill operates mainly a- 
gainst Rossians, Hungarians, Italians, 
and Portuguese. It will affect only in a 
very slight degree immigration from 
Great Britain, Germany and Scandi- 
napia, the countries from which the 
desirable immigrants chiefly come. 
And yet hefe is Senator Gibson, who 
has really taren no active part in either 
opposing or favoring anything of much 
importance in the entire six years he 
bas been in the Senate, proposing to lay 
himself out to defeat a bill that ought to 
pass without opposition. The only satis- 
faction we can gather from the Senators 
change’ of tactics is derived from the 
thought of how much worse it might 
have been if he bad begun six years ago 
to break out in this fashion.

The early position of 
the town was that of homeand residence 
Its early inhabitants were made up prin- 
cipally of sailors, in fact the town waslo- 
cated by nautical adventurers, up the 
Nanticoke. Being thus the dwelling 
place of sailors home enterprises were 
notcontemplated by its early inbabitants. 
Many of the necessaries of life were sup- 
plied by vessel stores. Captians and ves- 
sel owners would come In for the winter's 
rest and bringa supply of provisiors 
which would be retailed during the win- 
ter. Among the largest dealers of this 
kind was Issac Deens, knownas “Mer 
chant” Deens. He brought the largest 
supply generally, and be soon decided to 
open store and run it regularly, he tbere. 
fore opened the first store in the 
He kept a general store,to which was 
added a fol] line of liqaore, an impor- 
tant addition to the stock, at that period 
ofthe country’s history. This was a- 
bout the beginning of business in the 
mercantile business and has grown’ with, 
and generally in advance of the need 
and demands. 

At present the leading merchants are 
S. J. Cooper, L. T. Cooper, J. W. Phillips 
J. M. Smith, Mre. A. E. Caulk, Mre. 
Lizzie E. Gross, Mrs. Alice Gravenor 
and Mre. J. W. Covington. In this asin 
many other towns, the mercantile ven- 
tures have been very uncertain, but 
honest dealing has been a leading char- 
acteristic of the merchants and their 
business bas been conducted on a high 
plane. 


THE INDUSTRIES. 


In tha early part of the century vessel 
buisness was the principal ind ùstry snd 
with, and following this, came the cord 
wood and Jumber trade. The wood and 
lumber trade grew gradually until soon 
after the war when it reached its zenith. 
This trade, however, has been gradually 
diminishing of late ‘years, except the 
bome consumption of lumber, which 
has held its own, and pérbaps increased 
some. In 1868, Elzey Bros. put down 
the marine railway here, and in 1872the 
berry crate and basket factory was etart- 
ed by the late John Robison, who was 
later joined by his brother, James R b- 
inson, forming the firm of John Robin- 
son & Bro. A sketch of these industies 
may be found elsewhere. Besides these 
may be mentioned a steam eaw mill, an 
oyster bouse and cannery, which, how- 
ever, were short lived, and are known 
only as a part of the industrial history of 
the town. To the indostries has recent- 
ly been added a fender mill, owned and 
operated by Capt. F. C. Robinson. 

With the railway and factory came a 
new era of prosperity to the town. The 
lovely wives and handsome maids, who 
greeted the brave mariners on their re- 
tarn home were made bappy by the 
golden opportunity offered for labor 
and employment at home. Many avail- 
ed themselves of this chance of home 
life. 

The article gives interesting accounts 
of the busincsas enterprises of the town 
and readible biographies of the leading 
citizens. Messre.S. J. Cooper, WalterC, 
Mann, A. W. Knowles, Levin T. Cooper, 
W. H. Knowles and Sam. Douglass, prin- 
cipal af their graded school, are pleasant- 
ly mentioned. Of Mr. Levin T. Cooper, 
who is a valuable representative of their 
paper, the Countian says:

He isa member of the Board 
of Trustees of the M. E Church, secretary 
and treasurer of the Crisfield Building 
and Loan Association, agent of the steam 
boat line and U. S. Express agent. He 
is aleo identified with the mercantile in- 
terests of the town. In every way he 
holds the conidence and esteem of his 
fellow citizens and is actively identified 
with Sharptown in every war. 

Mr Cooper is also a newspaper man 
of some note and experience. He was 
for some time editor of the Laurel 
Gazette, filled a responsible positione on 
the Camberland, Md., Daily Times, and 
at present is the trusted correspondent 
of several large city dailies.

Something About Partridges. 

Among the habits of the partridgo 
one is that when a corey is roosting on 
the ground, with their tuils bunched to- 
gether in a circle, the bunch is sur- 
mounted by a line of watchfa) beads, 
like sentinels on duty. Another is that 
they run the instapt tbe ground is 
touched after a ‘‘flush,'’ the dogs often 
trailing them in rabbit bunting fashian. 
Their sense of smell is evidently very 
acute, for during the nesting ‘acason, if 
the eggs, which number from’ 10 to 20, 
are disturbed in any way or a band even 
inserted in the nest, it wil) bè immedi- 
ately deserted and a vew ovo/built. A 
short time prcviovs to tho vesting tbe 
males aro oftcu involved ia desperate 
combats for the choice of njates, who 
stand by and quietly watch the encoan- 
ter, seeming not to cure which one be- 
comes the victor. The incagbation is 
performed entirely by the femule, the 
male, when not feeding, often being 
perched on some slight elevation, en- 
couraging ber by his mellow toned cal} 
of ‘‘bobwhite.’” Two and sometimes 
three broods of young are reared during 
a season, the nesting beginning as carly 
as May 1. Later in the fall the broods 
of young occasionally join forces, but 
whether from a want of compapy or for 
protection is not known. 

When feeding, the birds gre some- 
times scattered several yards apart, but 
at the first sign of danger an alarm is 
given, and thcy immediately ‘‘bunch,’’ 
with their beads placed olose together, 
as if in consultation. The first shot into 
a covey will ofien cause them to break 
and fiy in al) directions, avd if not dis- 
turbed again for scvcral minutes “‘acat- 
ter calls'’ will be heard on every side, 
These are made tocollect the remaining 
birds, who again bunch. Many of the 
market gonners seem to have noqualms 
of conscience and very often kill with- 
out hesitation an cntire covey, when at 
least one or two pairs of birds should 
be left for breeders. —Baltimore Sun.

On the other hand, a 
jury where short, fat men predominated 
in nomber would occupy twice as much 
time in finding its verdict, when 
brought in it would generally be p term 
of imprisonment far the marderer.’*— 
Louisville Commercial. Í

But we must not 
forget poor Benjamip Boyd, who disap- 
peared among the const woods and was 
never seen again. It is said that this 
well to do Briton intended to declare 
the island annexed to his country on 
the strength of his landing there. At 
any rate be landsd with bis shotgun 
and said be was going to shoot a mess 
of pigeons, and that was the last that 
was ever seen of poor Bev Boyd. For 
some years presetite were made to the 
coast natives marked ‘‘B. B.” and *‘Ben 
Boyd, wo are looking for you," but 
nothing was ever beard of his fate. 

The island is about 80 miles long 
and 40 wide, and it is one of the soath- 
ern Solomons, in tbe British territory. 
A large map bas been made of it, chief- 
ly white, fcr all that it shows is the 
coasts, tho mouth of the rivers, the 
mountains that can be seen from the 
sea, and the two little rivers that Wood- 
ford has explored. Al) the rest is blank. 
Lion's head is a proniinent feature, and 
it is estimated to be 5,500 feet high. 

In 1886 Mr. Woodford attempted to 
reach Lion's bead, but was prevented 
by the houility of tbese mountain 
tribes, who brougbt tbe Aastrian party 
to grief, avd by the timidity of bis 
guides. Batle lived six months among 
the coast native: at tbe little town of 
Aola. By runs cf most liberal pres- 
ents be made friends with the patives 
there. They never stole anything from 
bis bout, and be often in:iuced them to 
accompany him on mmal) trips into tke 
country. 

The peoplo living inland usually ran 
into the bush when they saw Lim com- 
iug, but their fears wero allayed by bia 
nativo friends, who would shoat that 
he was a good whita wan who booghs 
butterflies, Lirds, suakes and stone axes 
and measured tho water. But the peo- 
plo of tho mountain» still fartuer in- 
land could not be motlified, sud all bis 
attempts to reuh Licu’s bead and the 
attl) higher mooutain of Laninas rè- 
sulted in fsiinre Tio farther be and 
bis coast natives went up the river Aola 
in their cau. i tho more timid his es- 
cort became. They roanded overy bend 
ip the riveri i h fpcurs poise: and keep- 
ing a good Jookout. 

Any white 2." on the coasta of tha 
Solomon grou must be constantly on 
bis guard. If ho attempts to go injand 
and ascend a mountain, bis life is bard- 
ly worth purchasing, even thongb a 
man-of-war may be lyiogiu a neigh- 
boring harbor ready to born a dozen 
villages if any harm is done. This is 
the. mistake the Aostrian party made, 
The natives are very superstitions about 
the mountain tops. Some drerd object, 
a huge fish or clam ora devil, always 
lives thero, and woe will betide the 
whole island if bis peace is disturbed. 

Cannibalism is very common, and 
bodies are bawked abcut fcr sale from 
town to town. Not a few white traders 
and natives coming to the Solomon is- 
Janda on vessels have been killed solely 
for their heads, for all these natives, 
like many other savages in the Pacific, 
regard a collection of human heads as a 
treasure beyond price, Men-of-war al- 
ways visit the coast after (hese murders, 
but they are usually unable to capture 
the culprits, as the natives invariably 
retire into the bush when. they see a 
warship coming. Awhile ago the Eng- 
lish did catch ove of the murderera 
They got together a large crowd of the 
natives, and most impressively sbot the 
criminal, bit no deep moral effect seems 
to have peen produced. 

In 1888 Mr. Woodford aguin visited 
the islands, and again he failed to reach 
the mountains of Guadalcanar. The 
Austrians reached the mountains, but 
paid a terrible price for it. So these is- 
lands, discovered by the Spanish more 
than 800 years ago, aro still almost as 
little known, excepting their const lines, 
as the antarctic continent.—New York 
Sun.

SAVED HER SON. 


You must know that Mme. Jambe— 
Mother Jambe the soldiers onlled her— 
was for many years cantiniers in a regi- 
ment of the line, and in this capacity 
she was n sort of good angel to the 
troops. Officers and soldiers alike all 
respected her, and never, during the 
quarter of a century she served, whether 
in Algeria or throughout the Italian 
campaigns, had she to complain of a 
single brutal act or word. 

Sho married; when about 80 years of 
age, the quartermaster sergeant of the 
regiment. His time was nearly up, but 
he remained with the colors in order to 
help bis wife to keep the canteen. The 
little household was a prosperous one, 
for Mme. Jambe bad more than one 
string to her bow and well understood 
how to employ her spare time profitably. 
She had learned the art (or science, per- 
haps, it should be called) of hairdreas- 
ing, and on the occasion of any fete was 
in great request with the officers’ wives. 
Mme. la Colonelle never employed a 
professiona! coiffeur even for the most 
ceremonious event. The thrifty woman 
was thus able to lay by a very consider- 
able sum of money, which by no means 
lessened her popularity in the regiment. 

After a year of married life a son was 
born, and Mme. Jambe and her husband 
agreed that as soon as he should attain 
tho proper age he, too, should be a sol- 
dier. At the age of 16 he passed into the 
ranks, and, already accustomed, as he 
was, to military life and discipline and 
being smart and intelligent, he seemed 
to have a bright future before him, 

Bat in the fall tide of its prosperity 
the little family suffered a sad catastro- 
phe. The busband and father died sud- 
denly in 1860. It was a terrible shook 
to our poor Mmo. Jambe, and she would 
hargly bave survived it were it not for 
tho- thought of her son and the hope 
that ho would be a comfort to ber in 
ber declining years. Sorrow aged her 
moro than her rough life bad done, and, 
with regret, she left the service and sot-

A year later war broke ont, and this 
was apothcr sorrow for her to bear. She 
was a patriot—Mma Jambo—bnut she 
was a mother also. Her country was 
in danger, and ber son, too, and she was 
a prey to nervous fcars which knew no 
cessation, no rolief. 

During that terrible winter of 1870-1 
she hardly slept for three consecutive 
hours in tho 24. Always on the alert for 
nows, she chafcd sorely at the snow, 
which almost out off her little village 
from the outer world and made commu- 
pication a matter of great difficulty, 
She passed whole weeks in ignorance of 
the progress of the war and of her son’s 
whereabouts, and then, little by little, 
she heard of tho defeats aud at last 
-learned that her son, a sergeant now, 
-had ‘been attached to the Army of the 
East, which was being formed under the 
command of Genera! Bourbaki. 

From this time and in’ all weathers 
she might be seen each day trudging the 
“weary, snow covered miles whioh lay 
between Clnsy and Pontarliera or olse 
climbing to Fort de Joux, overlooking 
‘the Swiss frontier. She sought news, 
bat news, unhappily, was scarce and 
contradictory, and gradually hopes of a 
decisive victory grew fainter and fainter.

"A general volley on the part of the 
Prussians followcd, and I fell, witha 
bullet in my shoulder. Boforo I lost con- 
eciousuess, however, I saw that my son 
was still dbhort. 

“04 od afterward that, just at 
this moment, the cannou.of the Fort de 
Joux began . The commandant 
had caught the jon of the-sunligh 
from the Prussians’ helmets, and, oon- 
cluding—noue too soon—that something 
untoward was taking place, had sent a 
few shells into the crowd and rapidly 
dispersed the enemy. It was those guns 
which, some honrs later, covered the re- 
treat of our Army of the East across the 
Swiss frontier. ’’ 

Mme. Jambe died a few years after 
these events—which I have related as 
nearly as I oom in her own words—took 
place, Her story was recalled to my 
mind the other day. on hearing that the 
son of this brave woman had just been 
promoted to the command of his regi- 
ment.—Peareson’s Weekly.

BICYCLE GRIPS. 


The Habit of Holding the Handle Bar st 
the Center. 

Assume, if you please, that the grips 
are properly placed at the ends of the 
handle bar, from 12 to 18 inches apart, 
and that the proper place for the rider's 
hands js on the grips The fact remains 
tbat the average rider seldom touches 
his grips in riding, but grips the naked 
bar on either side of and close to the 
top of the steering head. Are we to in- 
fer from this that the standard of handle 
bar construction is all wrong and that 
the grips should be at the top of the 
bar and not more than eight inches 
apart, or that the bar should be left 
long to meet the exigencies of rough 
riding, while the materia] of which the 
grips are made sbould cover the entire 
bar up to within an inob or two ot

Undoubtedly tbe present standard 
handle bar is correct The average 
rider, for one thing, has bis grips drop- 
ped so low that be cannot reach them 
convenicntly, so that his easiest position 
is with his bands on the top of the bar, 
and again many riders, with level or up- 
turned bars, who are able to reach their 
grips comfortably, have acquired the 
habit of grasping the nickel in defer- 
ence to the popular idea. We think that 
every rider is obliged at times to use 
his grips Full handle bar leverage is 
pecessary whenever steering is rendered 
difficult by rough surface or otberwise. 
At such times every rider finds that the 
standard bar comes in handy. Supple- 
mentary grips would detract measura- 
bly from the trim appearance of the 
handle bar, and it may be doubted 
whether cyclista as a class would toler- 
ate them. A bar entirely covered with 
cork or other grip material would speed- 
ily become soiled and make a sorry 
looking object in comparison with the 
bright nickeled bar.—American Cyclist.

was ordered by the Vir- 
ginia company and was minted in the 
Bermudas in the year 1612, At that 
time, and for a Jong time after, tobaceo 
was the standard currency in Virginia 
In 1645, however, the Virginia assem- 
bly, after reciting that it ‘‘had mature- 
ly weighed and considered how advan- 
tageous a quoine (coin) would be to this

Seven years later, in May, 1652, the 
‘general court’? of Massachusetts 
passed s Jaw which created a ‘‘mint 
bowse’’ in Boston, and which directed 
tbat a regular coinage be established. 
The coins provided for by this law were, 
in the quaint language of the old stat- 
utes, ‘to beo 13 pence, 6 and 8 
penoepeecee, which shall be for forme 
fiatte and stamped on one side with N., 
E., and on the other side with characters 
xiid, vid and iid, according to.the valoe 
of each peeoa.” This Boston mint was 
the one which: produced ¢he famous 
“oak tree’’ and ‘pine tree abillings,’’, 
which are highly valued by collectors of 
old coins and which have sold as bigh 
as $25 cacb. This carly mint continued 
in operstion for 84 yanrs, During the 
reignof William aud Mary copper coina 
were struck at this mint for the Oaro- 
linas as well os for New England in 
general. The first coins strnck for Mary- 
land were silver shillings, sixpence and 
fourpence pieces, which Lord Baltimore 
caused to be minted in London.—St 
Louis Republic

FIRST MAN TO TAKE ETHER. 


Ti Was Administered to Him by Dr. Mor- 
ton In 1846, 

Some interesting facts regarding the 
first patient under ether are told by Dr. 
Samuel A. Green in bis Groton Histor- 
ical Series. 

The subject was Ebenezer Hopkins 
Frost, a native of Groton, now dead, 
who is well remembered by many per- 
sons in Boston. He was a son of Solo 
mon and Dorcas (Hopkins) Frost and 
was born on Dec, 7, 1824. He became 
noted ax a singer and teacher of vocal 
music, and was a member of the Han- 
del and Haydn society of Boston. 

Dr. Morton first tried on himself the 
experiment of inhaling ether, and in 
describing the effect it produced he gid: 

‘‘Delighted with the success of This 
experiment, I immedistely announced 
the result to the persona employed in 
my establishment, and waited impa- 
tiently for some one upon whom I could 
make a fuller trial. Toward evening a 
man residing in Boston came in suffer- 
ing great pain and wishing to have a 
tooth extracted. He was afraid of the 
operation, and osked if he could be mes- 
merized. I told him I had something 
better, and saturating my handkerchief 
gave it to him to inbale It was dark 
and Dr. Hayden beld the lamp while I 
extracted a firmly rooted bicuspid tooth. 

"There was not much alteration in 
the pulse and no relaxation of the mus- 
clea He recovered in a minute, and 
knew nothing of what had been done to 
him. He remained for some time talk- 
ing about the experiment -This was on 
the 80th of September, 1846. I consid- 
ered it to be the first demonstration of 
this new fact in scicvor, Ihave beard 
of no one who can prove an earlier dem- 
onstration. If any one can do so, I yield 
to him tho point of priority of time.” 

Immediately after the operation Frost 
gave a certificate corroborating the state- 
menta and sigved himself as then living 
at 43 Princo rtreet, Boston. Nearly 20 
years afterward he died at Fitchburg, 

on Sept. 7, 1805.

To 
gold cres which contain little or no bis- 
muth cnongh cf tko lattcr substance is 
added to mco the melting point of the 
slloy aS)fur ts possible, in this way pre 
venting uxi.cticn ¢f the alloy and lows 
ef metal which would otherwise resale 
The bath: ‘ce use cf for this purpose 
is filtercd thacv;h a cylinder, the bot 
tom cf which ccnsists of a perforated 
theet cf metal covered with a layer of 
Sebatas, pieces of iron wire and coal 
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the time. Before tbat I lived

the moon was just beginning to sbow 
above tho woode. I was thinking more 
aboot what the dog had tban anything 
else, and as I went banging through tbe 
field, n)} at onco I seemed to drop off of 
the earth and fall into a ccllar, and then 
I knew I bad tumbled into a sink bole. 
They aro nover very decp cr dangerous, 
and I wasn't afraid of being fatally 
hort, but it took the cand out of mo 
right quick, and I went down through 
the weeds nud stuff, pot knowing just 
what bad happened. Of course I hadn't 
much timo to think, and when I bit 
bottom I had still less, for instead of 
lighting on the ground cr stoncs or 
thicket, I Jit on somctbing alive. It was 
a wild anima) of ecme kind, I didn't 
know what, and I was ecarcd till my 
hair began to feo] fanny ov my head. 

“Wben I wont down, I went hard, 
and I kind of knocked tho wind out of 
the varmint ct first, but in a second it 
began to yow] and snap and enor! and to 
twist under mo and try to get out and 
to raise the dickens gencrally. In the 
meantime I was yelling and squawking 
and trying to scare tho blamed thing, 
because I thongbt it was a wildcat, and 
I knew a boy of my size didn't have 
any show with n wildcat if the varmint 
ever took a notion to fight, cnd I knew 
pretty well that a wildcat wos about as 
sure to tako na notion to fight as any- 
thing on caril. I don’t know exactly 
what I did in tbat bole or bow I did it, 
but I remember it seemed about a month 
of Sundays thnt I was all mossed up in 
there with some kind of a wild animal, 
and finally tho thing got from under ma 
and scooted ns fast as it could for the 
top of the sink bole. I followed after it 
as quick as I could, for I became braver 
when I saw it run, and when I got up 
on the level the moon had come ont, 
and I could erce the varmint fairly skin- 
ning it ovt fcr the tall timber. I yelled 
at it with all my might, tbough I didn’t 
ran aftcr it very fast, and began to call 
my dog. On the second call the varmint 
stopped, and I began to get ready to akin 
iout myself, when I gota ‘better look, 
and, by tho great horn spoon, gents, it 
[was my dog. Icalled him then, and he 
came back’ to me, and I could see for 
umyself that ho had holed something 
down there in the sink, and hia barking 
ibad been smothered and sounded away 
pff to me, and of course when I dropped 

on him unexpectedly like that he 
Öidn't know anything about it, and nei- 
ther did I, and there we was In any 
event, gentlemen; '* concluded. the for- 
mer Corncracker, ‘‘that dog come trot- 
ting back to me, and when we met face 
to face in the moonlight he sorter look- 
ed at me, and I sorter looked at him, 
and I *t know which one of us felt 
most Aike apologizing. I do know, 
h, we both knocked off for that oc- 
casion, and on tho way homo we took 
turn about sneaking along behind cach

by instinct. The theory which is most 
generally accepted is that the bird is 
gifted with remarkable tyesight and 
also with a memtry for landmarks which 
is superior to a similar faculty in any 
other animal. That.the bird possesses a 
high order of intelligence is shown from 
the fact that homers which bave become 
lost in a race will frequently return to 
the room in which have been kept 
at tho starting point of their speed test. 

In selevting ing pigeons for rac- 


ib purposes even the best fanciers often = 


pick ont birds as most like racers that 
cannot fly 20 miles without becoming 
lost. The meancst, most scraggy looking 
bird, without a single good point, some- 
times leaves its handsome competitor, 
who js, to al) oappenrancos, perfect in 
physical proportions, far in the rear. 
Still, fanciers lcok with interest at four 
points in a homing pigeon whith ard 
considered cf prime finportance, Tho 
first of these is, strange as the fact may 
appedr to n novice in the art, the cye 
Mr. Starr, one of the foremost and most 
successful of American faucicrs, has 
this to say of the eye: 

“The white eye may menu tho tumu: 
let, and, if so, indicates that the bird 
will fly high, bavo great chdtitanct and 
wing power. If tho eyo ig dark, the head 
round and tko beak sbort and close fit- 
ting, there will be a preponderance of 
the owl type, and the resolt will be 
that the bird will Ay later at night than 
any Other typo. But, whatever tho char- 
acter of the color, tho ball must extend 
beyond tho line of the bead and be sa 
placed that tLo bird. should have a view 
of wh..t ia lehitd na Well as before it 
When u bird returns from a journey 
over much vow territory, this protrusion 
of the cyobull is greatly increased, show- 
ing towbat n great strain the powers of 
vision baye becu subjected, "’ 

While Mr. Starr, in common with 
othcr successful Amorican fancicrs, pays 
little or no aliention cither to the size 
or shape of the bead, this point is tho 
second at which European fanciers look 
With interest. It is gouerally conceded 
that the shape mukcs but littlo differs 
ence. The skull may be flat, long and 
harrow, or high, ehert and wide, but it 
must have room for the brain, and for a 
large brain at that, or else the bird is 
not considered a likely candidate for 
racing honors. Great stress is Jaid ov 
this organ by all Belgium and Holland 
fanciers, but in this country the feature 
is almost entirely overlooked. 

The chest +hould be brond and ia of as 
great importanco as the wing. A nar- 
row chested bird can fly no great dis- 
tance witbout ecxerting tho muscles 
which give fullness to the breast beyond 
their endurance. Tho wings and tail 
should both bo exceptionally long, as 
tho tail acta ns a rudder, and the,short- 
er wings require much added cxertion 
for the same amount of flying. 

The colcr cf a pigeon has no signifi- 
cance, but tho rule in breeding is to 
cross the cclors when practicable, 

Even iho best brod of the homers 
r quire mest careful and intelligent 
training Lifore they aro entered in 
races, Whilc the physique of the bird is 
well developed at tho age of 10 weeks, 
it is thought best to give a considerably 
lounger time for the brain to develop be- 
foro the bird is trained for the work 
which lics ahead of bim. At the age af 
4 montbs the first trial trips may be 
made, and he is thou flown from dis- 
tances of botweon 2 und 00 miles at in- 
tervals of two or three days apart. 
Many birds are lost in these trial tripe, 
and those which rotorn safely from the 
longer trial trips may be considered fit 
to enter in tho young bird races. Tho 
shortest of these is 100 miles in length, 
and birds are uot supposed to be flown 
more than 90 miles before taking part 
in the speed trials. i 

For tho young birds the system of 
trainings supposed to accomplish two 
widely different results. In tbe first 
place they teach the young bird to re- 
turn to his loft, and in the second they 
develop the muscles and prepare them 
for the bard work which the races will 
require of them. Training trips for old- 
er birds are made with the sole view of 
getting their muscles limbered up again 
and toughened for the longer races. — 
Mhicago Chronicle.
